Important Post 
At Lake Arrowhead 


By far the oldest utility and 
one of the oldest businesses in 
Palm Springs is the local water 
company, which got its start back 
in February, 1887, when the name 
John J. McCallum was something 
to conjure with. Important name 
too in the history of the water 
company was that of Welwood 
Murray, another pioneer. 
On February 1, 1887, the Palm 
Valley Water Company was in­ 
corporated with McCallum, father 
of Mrs. Austin McManus, as pres­ 
ident. According to early records 
the original capitalization was 
for $600,000, consisting of 6,000 
shares with a value of a hundred 
dollars each. McCallum, the rec­ 
ords show, was issued 1,365 
shares. 
The company kept doing busi­ 
ness under the old name until 
after Alvah Hicks and other 
stockholders 
including 
J o h n 
Holditch, took over. Hicks be­ 
came president and Holditch, sec­ 
retary, treasurer and active man­ 
ager. It was in 1929 that the name 
was changed to Palm Springs 
Water Company. 
After being established for 
many years on Palm Canyon 
Drive near the corner of Andreas 
Road, the water company moved 
last July to a spacious, new build­ 
ing on North Palm Canyon Drive 
just above Tamarisk. 
Manager 
Holditch 
reported 
that there is an appreciable in­ 
crease in connections this fall, 
continuing the steady growth of 
the past years. 
In the water company offices 
this season are Bernice Guild, 
who has been Holditch’s secre­ 
tary since 1929, Undine Lafayette, 
who has been at the offices since 
1937, and Virginia Curtis, who 
joined the staff at the end of last 
season. 
Ted Griffith, foreman, has been 
with the company since October 
1, 1927. Other regular employees 
are R. G. Gray, Robert Bagwell 
and S, M. Sullivan.

Wallace rushed him to Dr. S. H. 
Walkerdine who gave him prompt 
treatm ent and saved his life. Dr. 
Walkerdine reported the poison­ 
ing unquestionably was strych­ 
nine. 
Most pathetic case of all was 
the poisoning Saturday night of 
“Tip,” the beautiful big collie 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Florian 
Boyd and the beloved pet of their 
son. 
Unable to Save 
The Boyds permitted the dog, 
which seldom went far from their 
home in the Mérito Vista tract, to 
go out Saturday night. 
Sunday 
morning Boyd found the fine an­ 
imal pitifully trying to attract at­ 
tention at the door. “Tip” was 
rushed immediately to Dr. Clare 
W. Pritchard. But the poison had 
done its deadly work and despite 
all expert effort, the anim al could 
not be saved. 
The Boyds were deeply sad­ 
dened and have been foremost 
among villagers seeking to put a 
quick stop to the poisoning men­ 
ace. 
Police are 
cooperating with 
Humane Officer Nesmith in the 
cases. 
It is emphasized by Nesmith 
that the strychnine-laden meat 
is a distinct menace to small chil­ 
dren as well as to animals. Tiny 
youngsters m ight be attracted by 
the pieces of red 
meat, 
touch 
them and then their fingers to

mouths*, thus 
carrying 
enough of the poison into their 
systems to cause death.

Important Organization 
The California State Guard is 
a bonafide and very im portant 
m ilitary organization, and is the 
only body of troops at the com­ 
mand of the Governor of this 
state. Since th e California N a­ 
tional G uard was called into ac­ 
tive service w ith the U. S. Army, 
the State G uard is the only body 
of troops available to serve in 
time of invasion, flood, earth ­ 
quake, conflagration, riots or oth ­ 
er emergencies too great in m ag­ 
nitude to be handled by regular 
local authorities of the state.

campaign. 


A big increase is desired 
in 
home gardens. A sm all increase 
is desired in oats, barley and al­ 
falfa. An appreciable increase in 
flax acreage is desired in t h i s 
state. A six percent increase in 
vegetables for home consumption 
and 
two 
percent 
increase 
for 
processing has been set as a goal 
for California. 
U nder the program , decreases 
are provided for in the produc­ 
tion of w heat. The 1942 request­ 
ed planting is 16,433 acres which 
represents th e acreage allotm ent 
for R iverside county. This is a 
drastic reduction w hen compared 
w ith the 21,131 acres planted in 
1941. 


Potato acreage should rem ain 
about the sam e at 3000 to 3500 
acres. 


No reduction beyond th at of 
1941 is desired in cotton acreage. 
This 
year’s 
cotton 
planting 
am ounted to 6,755.7 acres for the 
county. The cotton allotm ent for 
the county is 12,140 acres, both 
for 1942 and 1941, m aking the 
planted acreage this year consid­ 
erably under the allotm ent grant­ 
ed. This is one program in the 
county w here the grow ers have 
cooperated 100 percent in m eet­ 
ing their quota of production as 
suggested by the governm ent.

(Continued from First Page) 
price on them is the lowest it 
has been in the past three or four 
years. 
We are amply supplied 
with nails and other building ne­ 
cessities. 
“In fact, so far as I can see we 
have enough of everything 
to 
take care of a reasonable amount 
of building through the season.” 
Newton S. Hotchkiss, manager 
of 
the Dill Lumber Company, 
had a report equally if not more 
encouraging. 


Says No Shortage Here 


“We have been able to get any­ 
thing required for any particu­ 
lar job in Palm Springs," he de­ 
clared. 
“There is no question, 
however, but that the talk in the 
metropolitan papers has been af­ 
fecting our business a great deal. 
But we really have no shortage 
to amount to anything here. All 
the materials we need are avail­ 
able to us although w e have to 
obtain them in small quantities. 
Of course where big projects are 
concerned, such as construction 
of 150 houses at a time or any­ 
thing of that sort, the question 
of obtaining sufficient materials 
undoubtedly is serious 
in 
the 
metropolitan area. 
“We have had all the reinforc­ 
ing steels we have needed and 
anticipate no difficulty in getting 
more. Virtually all supplies we 
have asked for have been almost 
immediately available. 


Reports Large Demand 


That there is large demand for 
local building was the report of 
Charles Burket, city building in­ 
spector. He reported that while 
all building materials are slow 
in getting here there has been no 
difficulty in obtaining 
any 
of 
them. The only thing hard to get 
has been steel products such as 
stucco netting. The plumbers are 
having a little trouble 
getting 
cast-iron pipe." 
He said further, “Thus far we 
have had to use no substitutes 
and there has been no stop of 
construction. We do not look for 
a normal building program this 
year because of the difficulty of 
setting 
some 
materials. 
But 
there is no reason why building 
cannot continue. Certainly we can 
use wood exteriors if we can’t get 
stucco.” 
Architect F, Lea McPike de­ 
clared he had been assured by 
building 
supply 
concerns 
that 
they have enough 
supplies 
on 
hand 
to take care of normal 
building needs for the season.
